The Permittee recently submitted an application for a concrete retaining wall which
will be located adjacent to the main electrical substation. Task ID # 2834 was
approved by the Division on August 10, 2007. The Permittee was removing material
from the outslope of the access road in order to set forms for the retaining wall.

3. Topsoil

Mr. Davis indicated that Robinson Trucking will start the access road construction and
the topsoil removal for the new refuse lift at the road side waste rock pile site during
the week of August 20, 2007.

4.b Hydrologic Balance: Sediment Ponds and Impoundments

The Mine site sediment pond was discharging through the primary spillway during the
course of today's inspection. The refuse pile pond and the in-series decant
impoundment had damp bottoms, but no visible water.

4.c Hydrologic Balance: Other Sediment Control Measures

All silt fences inspected this day were capable of functioning as designed.

4.d Hydrologic Balance: Water Monitoring

The Permittee completed the installation of twelve more piezometers in the North
Water area on August 6, 2007. The grout curtain which was approved as part of the
North Water Spring Plan (water replacement), Task ID 2583, was approved by the
DOGM on July 26, 2006.
